to Us, that they all agree in the true uſual, literal mean- 
ing of the ſaid Articles, and that even in thoſe curious 
Points in which the preſent Differences lie, men of all forts 
take the Articles of the Church of England to be for them;

That therefore in theſe both curious and unhappy Dif- 
ferences, which have for ſo many hundred years, in dif-
